Anglers will add bass to their 
string of legal fish starting Sat­ 
urday wtih the opening of the sea­ 
son on large

smallmouth 
black bass, two of the gamest fish 
species in Michigan. 
Favorite bass fishing spots in 
this area are the mouths of tile 
Ford and Cedar Rivers and shal­ 
lower spots along the shores of tile 
bays. Bass are also taken in many 
inland lakes and in some rivers. 
Bait casting and spinning 
will 
be the two most popular methods 
of taking bass, and late evening 
and early dawn fishing are often 
most effective for both the large 
and smallmouth species. 
The 
largemouth 
likes 
weedy 
bays and protected margins of the 
(Treat Lakes, and in these areas 
the casting of artificial 
plugs, 
spinner sand live bait is the usual 
method of 
angling. 
The 
small­ 
mouth will be 
found in 
larger 
lakes with open shoals of gravel 
end rock bottom, in larger rivers 
with fast current, and along rocky 
shores of the Great Lakes. 
The bass season will 
remain 
open on all state waters 
until 
September 12. when no 
further 
fishing will be allowed on

streams or lakes. 
On all

waters, bass will be legal until 
December 31. 
The creel limit is five, if only 
bass are taken. When other fish 
species are included in the creel,

Knowledge Of School Financing 


BETWEEN now and November voters of 
Michigan are certain to 
learn 
a 
lot 
more about school 
finances 
than 
they 
know today. That is because of the 
con­ 
troversy shaping up concerning proposals 
to revise the sales tax diversion 
am end­ 
m ent under which schools today receive a 
large share of state aid. 
Two proposals will be before the voters 
in November. One is the socalled Conlin 
plan, designed to accomplish the elim ina­ 
tion of time lag in the receipt of sales tax 
revenues and in their distribution to school 
districts. The other is the proposal of the 
Michigan Committee for 
Better 
Schools 
which seeks to accomplish the same thing 
but goes further in establishing a formula 
for distributing state aid to schools.

Chad Tomlinson of Utica, N. 
Y.—who 
may be pulling our columnar leg—writes 
thus: “I ran across the following sentence 
in a British war novel I’ve been reading:

My ears were burning for a week.’ 
‘‘Now this puzzles me even more than 
the run-of-the-m ine obscurity of British j 
slang. The colonel gave an underling 
a 
rocket—not racket, mind you, but rocket— 
and his ears burned as a result. 
“We must assume that the colonel was 
not personally placing a lighted rocket in 
this soldier’s hands—else more than his 
ears would have burned. 
“By the same token this can scarcely be 
the ‘rocket’ or cheap baseball (also known 
as a ‘nickel brick’) with which an earlier 
generation batted fungoes. After all, these 
are proper Britishers 
and 
their 
game 
would be cricket, not one-o’-cat. 
“Can you, as the 
saying 
goes, 
shed 
light?’’ 
As it happens, dear sir, I can. Not that 
I pretend to any great authority on Brit­ 
ish slang —wnich is quite as confusing to 
an outlander as our American jargon is to 
foreigners—but I happen to have picked up 
this phrase in the course of liaison work 
w ith some of our British allies during the 
late great unpleasantness. 
Briefly “to give someone a rocket’’ 
is 
British slang for “to chew him out’’ or “to 
bawl him out.” So when a British soldier 
is called on the carpet and severely repri­ 
manded by a superior officer, he has been 
“g n en a rocket.’ 
A letter from C. J. Kenilworth of Chica­ 
go notes “ In the course of today's Senate 
hearings on the M cCarthy vs. Army m at­ 
ter.

Parking Meters 


Yield Much Revenue 
I^ARK ING meters have been in operation 
in Escanaba now for a year and while 
it would hardly be correct to say that tho 
meters are popular, there has not been any 
substantial opposition to the coin collectors. 
They have produced considerable mon­ 
ey for the city, or at least will when the 
meters are paid. 
The weekly collections from the parking 
meters have generally been in excess 
of 
£550. In a period of a year the total take 
is a substantial sum of money to help de­ 
fray the city’s governmental costs. The city 
will find tins source of money indispensa­ 
ble in its annual problem of budget 
bal­ 
ancing. 
In other words, parking meters are 
an 
im portant factor in city finance, w hether 
they solve a parking problem or not. They 
may be sold to a community with the ar­ 
gument that they are needed to 
regulate 
parking but they retained prim arily 
be­ 
cause they are an easy source 
of

needed revenue.

Child Mortality Rate 


Cut by Preventive Medicine

In fact, a booklet on the formalities of 
weddings has but the following to advise 
the groom on his wedding day: 
“Don’t be late. Your best 
man 
must 
see to it that you are in the vesting room 
at least a half hour before the 
cere­ 
mony.” 
While the bride is making a production 
of her entrance into the church, the groom 
is advised to “enter the church through a 
side door or at least as inconspicuously a* 
possible.” The bridegroom is also told to 
"rem ain out of sight in the vesting room 
until the processional.” 
Such being the proper etiquet for tile 
groom, small wonder that he is sometimes 
overlooked until the last moment.
